The Will of Francis Bullard 

[R. BULLARD'S bequest is made in the 
following words : " i direct my executors to 
deliver to the Museum of Fine Arts in said Boston 
all my Turner prints, so-called, being all the mezzo- 
tints, line-engravings, wood-cuts and etchings by 
Turner or done by others after his drawings and 
paintings, all my Diircr wood-cuts, the proof 
impressions of Holbein's " Dance of Death," and 
a set of mezzotints by David Lucas, after Con- 
stable, and the trial proofs which 1 have added 
thereto, but upon condition that all of the same of 
which any examples shall then be owned by said 
Museum shall be carefully compared therewith, 
and in each case the inferior duplicate, whether the 
same be one of mine or one of said Museum's, be 
returned to my said executors, excepting such of 
said duplicates as shall be requisite to the com- 
pleteness of the collection . . . . " 

The will contains among other clauses the 
following : 

" And 1 direct that none of my Turner prints 
shall at any time be sent out of said Museum for 
exhibition purposes elsewhere unless said Museum 
shall send a competent official who shall see that 
said prints are properly put up under glass for such 
exhibition and shall also see that they are properly 



taken down again and packed so that they shall 
not be likely to sustain injury," 

This splendid gift has been accepted by the 
Trustees on the terms of the will. The Museum 
has now the double opportunity as well to show 
Mr. Bullard's whole bequest as to send elsewhere 
to be shown in other communities examples from the 
finest existing collection of Turner's graphic work. 
The Print Collection of the Museum has been 
materially enriched and its possibilities of usefulness 
greatly enlarged.
